Use of Biology 
In. The Kitchen 


LOCAL INSTRUCTOR WRITES 
OF IOLOGY IN THE 
KITCHEN 


The following article was pub 
lished in the October Home Econ- 
omice News Letter---published by 
the Michigan Home Economics 
Association, It is the plan of 
the Home Economies Departments 
other 
subjects with Home Ecuynomics, 
Biology ia the related subject for 
flret year Home Economics, 
Related Arta for second year 
Home Economies. The followmng 
article was written by F. L. Bona, 
teacher of Biology at Grayling 


and 


High School. 


Biology in the Kitchen. 
The statement “Biology in the 
Kitchen” reveals no startling facte 


in either modern 


cookery or an ardent student of 
science. 


No loaf of bread is ever 
baked, no meal is ever Prepared, 
no food is ever consumed which 
does not show the scientific ye- 
lationship between the study of 


plants and animals and the use of 
them in our kitchens. Behind each 


mouthful of food we eat, each 


shovelful ef coal or stick of wood 


we burn, each thread of cloth we 
wear lies & story far more inter- 
esting than any plot worked out 
on & movie screen. To unraye? 
the story of these things that we 
use to maintain ourseives is really 
more interesting and more entice 
mg an adventure than any lucrat- 
ive novel. What is more enlighten- 
ing than to watch the plants and 
animals in the struggie for’ exist- 
ence so similar to our own, Their 
whole life seema unpremeditated 
as it is to be lived for mankind 
who, with the exception of su- 
periority, sense of reasoning and 
thought, ia not untike a plant or 
an animal, and is able to exist 
only where other life is found. 

Last fall our State Supervisor 
made @ suggestion which I ¢on- 
sidered an excellent idea—prim. 
arily, to make the fall work in 
the related science course cover 
mostly 2 study of how plants and 
animals prepare for winter and 
how mankind benefits by these 
acts of nature. [ immediately re- 
vised my program and, although 
we were wel] into the fall season, 
We began to relate the storing of 
food by living plants and animais 
in accordance with the canning 
and drying of foodstuffs by man 
for the winter. The work proved 
interesting to the students. It 
aroused their enthusiasm to know 
more about the life around them. 
The study of life in nature be- 
gan to establish itself once and 
for all, in the hnome—in the 
kitchen, and even in the parlor 
throvgh reading and other desir- 
able uses of leisure time. 

That approach to the kitchen 
and home through Biology was a 
new one to me, I have already 
Jaid plans for a more extensive 
program along the same idea 
which I hope to be able to use in 
the time to come. 

Fay too many have - failed to 
heed nabure’s warning in regard to 
the. modern twentieth century 
method of living. Might it not be 
that gocd old Mother Nature has 
issued us # severe and, we hope, 
lasting warning during these last 
four trying years? Surely it has 
driven multitudes back to the 
farms, the land from ‘whence they 
came. Many more in the smal! 
towns and villages are actually 
producing the very things which 
they prepare in their kitchens 
than buy “ready-made” fat the 
corner grocery store. The now 
magic word “land” once more 
come again into ita own—the root 
of all prosperity, the stabilizer of 
the world. The age old maxim 
“We mudt get back to Nature to 
live” rs bearing out again. 

To further stimulate construc- 
tive ideas along this line, there 
is no better plan than the Home 
Economics course of our high 
schools. Too little thought hr 
been given to how and where we 
get the neceasities of life, of 
which aod fuel, and Ladson 
ate per Tost importan 
rs v the Home Econ- 
omics course should knew the 
history and origin of the materials 
she worka with. Hera, again, 
Biology plainly shows ite n.ean- 
ing—"The Study of Life.” 

It ig my hope that every stu- 
dent in my pelence claases, as 
well ag others interested, will 
work ont a project to fast during. 
the summer months in which Na- 
ture at work can really be ob- 
served. Gardening, I believe, 
will be the main project here. 


Any girl interested in Home Exron- 
emics should know how to plan 
and produce a balanced garden in 
proportion to the size of the 
family, During the summer this 
provides an occupation wholly 
constructive, and gainful im ita 
Purpose, 

A gardening project serves « 
threefold purpows. It familiartzes 
the worker with the planta of his 
or her diet. lt offera splendid 
oppertanity to wate Nature at 
work. And bast but not least, it 
ig a constructlve way of using an . 
abundant amount of lelaure time 
This last point alone, I firmly be 
lieve, is worth all the time, money 
and effort any acience department 
or school could possibly put In 
such work. To be busy at some 
constructive occupation ia the 
necessary thing today for our 
youth, A visit to one of our 
Juvenile reform inetitutiong mn- 
presses upon us the great need by 
the youth of téday—the correct 
use of leisure time. 

There is no better time ttn 
the present for science to lead 
the way to a stronger and safer 
and healthier nation. The strength 
and stability of our country lies 
in the leaders of tomorrow, 
Yether than the leaders of yeater- 
day, or even today. An idle 
population gives forth few who 
can ghow the way and judge for 
the best, because there are few of 
us who will follow an idle path- 
Way. 

Our schools are over-crowded, 
our teaching forces pared down to 
the limit, and our curriculum is 
but a sad remainder of what it 
once was—and should be. Taxed 
as we ate, with over-crowded 
schools, fewer teachers, smaller 
funds, and no spare time for in- 
dividual work, our children are 
getting nothing more than a 
“poor deal” out of education these 
days. The boy or girl finds time 
on his hands, excess energy to 
work off—and nothing offered to 
go into. Even the American 
woman or nvan does net have suf- 
ficient outlet for stored up, brew- 
ing energy. Energy under control, 
lke fire, ig man’s best helper, but, 
out of control energy quickly re- 
verts to man’s worst enemy. 

Let us: first borrow that war 
saying “Now is the time for every 
good citizen to come to the aid of 
his country”’—and Jet us change it 
a bit: “Now is the time for every 
good citizen to come to the aid 
of Nature.” Nature sets our 
tables, heats our homes, provides 
us with shelter, and extends to 
us opportunities and ways to re- 
lease the pent-up energy that is 
bound to come out, constructive 
ly or destructively, 

Let every Biology teacher adopt 
this as his mptbo: “Biology in the 
kitchen means a stronger nation 
for those of tomorrow.”

5 plan that would cushion the shock

Mr. Litehfield’s reasoning on the 
matter is clear and lucid, He 
showed that we protect ourselves 
against fire «nd sudden death 
through the ‘:stitution of insur- 
ance. Why not use the same 
principle to stave off the ill effects 
of unemployment? 

The sound common sense of the 
suggestions are found in the ef- 
jorts to eliminate the untold 
misery, the frantic appeal for 
charity funds, the vicinus circle of 
raduced buying power antl increas- 
ed unemployment that a recut 
renee of the collapse of 1279 would 
bring 

Mr Litchfield recognizes the dif- 

F.wties of his task. ‘The political 
inanipulator, the wilful  shirker, 
and other similar obaracles would 
have to be guarted agsinst. 
first only industria! employment. 
where work and hours are eacily 
measured, could be brought under 
the plan. Atccustomed to action, 
he goes further in proposing 

. something that can be done im- 
mediately to start the plan. He 
suggests the appointment of a 
commission, composing the hest 
talent of the country, to study 
what has already been done in 
this field and evolve a working 
pian from these findings. This 
would show industry at its best.
